WANS MORE SPRINKLING, 
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HERMAN BUECHEL’S DEATH. 


The Man Who Caused It Tells How the 
Killing Was Done. 


The mysterions death of Herman Buechel, 
the 18-year-old boy who was killed on Satur- 
day night, near Sixth and Barry streets, by a 
blow under the left ear, and which sorely 
puzzled the police fora time, was explained 

by one of the men arrested, and 
who confessed to being responsible for the 
killing. This is George Erder, aged 28 years, the 
driver of an ice Wagon, and residing with his 
wife at Seventh and Barry streets. His 
statement made to the police is in substance 
es foliows: Shortly before 8 o’élock Saturday 
night he and his wife were annoyed by a noisy 
erowd of boys in the adjoining hallway, and 
going out to quiet them, found Willie Weber, 
Frank Kress, Wm. Goettelman, Denis Murphy 
and others engaged in canning beer.

He Makes a Terrible Gash in His Neck With 
a Cleaver, but He May Recover—Story of 
the Disappointment Which Led to the 
Deed—Miss Annie Ritter, the Girl He Ad- 


Unrequicted love led Edward Deist, chief 
cook at the jail, to attemptto take hia life 
this morning. Deist has been paying atten- 
tion to 4 girl, named Annie Ritter, who lives 
on Spruce between Eleventh and Twelfth 
streets, just back of the jail, His affections 
were not returned by the young lady and Ed- 
ward concluded that life without her was not 
worth living, and 80 determined to put an 
end to his argon culinary career. 
He had stated umber of times 
that he would kill himeeif if he could not se- 
cure the coveted Annie, and about ten days 
ago he came home one night very drunk and 
told Henry Ruenze, his assistant cook, that it 
he didn’t get Annie Ritter he would go down 
to the bridge and end his life. Some time ago 
he heard Annie was keeping company with 
another man, 71 she told him she Was. Deist 
then remarked that if he saw her in company 
with another man he would Ein her 
and the man — and himself after - 
ward. He has been 1 very hard 
of late and between 5 and 6 ye esterday 
he remarked to his assistant Ae * r dinner 
be would take his life. Ruenze told this to 
Janitor Callahan, who under pretext of going 
out last night borrowed the cook’s revolver 
but not withoutsome difficulty. The assistant 
cook also visited Deist’s brother, William 
Deist, who is employed at the Southern 
Hotel as a painter, and resides at No. 1324 
Morgan street, and told him of his brother’s 
threats. Deist had also given Ruenze

last evening which he said contained $30.25 
and told him he would leave himthat. There 
was only $380 in the purse. The cook further 
— — his assistant to notify his brother, 
liam Deist, about a building association 
book and an account book which he said were 
in the kitchén tank. Last night Deist did not 
sleep in his bed in the jail kitchen building, 
but remained out drinkin This morning 
his brother called to see him, but remarking 
that there was nothing in his brother’s threat 
left again. About 9:10 o’clock Ruenze went up 
tothe Jailer’s office and when be returned 
ten minutes later found that Deist had in the 
meantime cut a huge gash in the back of ‘his 
neck with

two feet long. The gash extended from ear to 
ear and reached to the bone. Blood poured 
from the wound, several arteries being sever- 
ed, = the man was still alive. Dr. Priest, the 
city physician, was in the building at the time 
and stitched and bandaged the gash. Deist 
was then removed to the City Hospital. He 
cut the wrong side of the neck and will prob- 
ably recover, although he was very weak from 
loss of blood when removed from the jail 
kitchen. Deist is 29 years of age and was born 
in Baltimore. He has been employed in the 
ail kitchen for four years, and since Janu 

8 has been chief cook there. The books he 
stated were inthe tank in the kitchen 
could not be found. 


ANNIE RITTTER, 

with whom Deist was in love, is a very pretty 
brunette miss of about 198 summers, and her 
father, Charles Ritter, keeps a saloon on the 
east side of Eleventh street, between Spruce 
ahd Poplar streets. They reside at 1118 Spruce 
street. When told this morning that Deist 
had attempted to take his life on her account, 
she lau nee out aloud and said: ‘‘Why, the 
fool; I knew him. Is he dead?’’ 

When tole he was not, she again laughed; 
Woll, he ought to die, ‘she said. The young 
lady evidently had ‘hot the slightest regard for 
Deist and remarked that she hever encour- 
aged him and that he knew she was engaged 
to another. She would not admit having ever 
kept his company, merely speaking to him, 
and she remarked that he was always drunk. 
From others it was learned that she had known 
him a couple of years and has kept his 
company.

CHICAGO’S MONOPOLY TO BE BROKEN UP, 
ST. LOUIS SUCCEEDING. 


Methods by Which the Great Packing Houses 


in Convention~A Great Meeting te Be 
Held at st. Leuis—Advantages to Pro- 
ducers and Consumers to Be Derived 
From This—St. Louis to Become the Great 
Cattle Market of the Country. 


George H. Sharpless of Philadélphia, repre- 
senting a large Pennsylvania cattle syndicate, 
said to a Post-DIsPaTCH reporter this morn- 
ing: ‘‘I am on my way home from New 
Mexico, where I have been in the interests of 
the so-called Butchers’ OonvVention 
now in session at Philadelphia. I 
speak of the so-called Butehers’ Convention 
because as a matter of fact it is as much, if 
not more, in the interests of the cattle-grow~ 
ers than of the butchers, andthe former will 
give the resolutions to be adopted the most 
influéntial, if not thé most numerous, sup- 
port. Theconsumers have no idéa of the 
monopoly now enjoyed by the great packing- 
houses, although they pay the penalty. Buy- 
ers generally pay what is asked without any 
particular question, so long as thé price is not 
raised, end scarcely ever watch the market in 
reference to the raw material. 

PACKERS’ PROFITS. 

It will therefore be news to meat buyers to 
know that the packing-houses to-day pay 
from 40 to 60 per cent less for cattle on the 
hoof than they did three years ago, and that 
in spite of this fact the retail price for beet 
has been raised. Those who know this, as- 
cribe it to the butehers, and the latter bear the 
blame most unjustly,as they themselves are the 
principal sufferers next to the growers. The 
butohers, as a matter of fact, make no more 
on a pound of beef than they formerly did. and 
in the aggregate not as much, as the increase 


in the price of beef, slight as it may appear 
to be to those with liberal incomes, has da 
a decided diminution in the trade, * 7

Witness 
was reminded that the various sums paid over 
to active workers by him agg ted only 
$1,100, and was asked if he could not give some 
account of what had n done wi the re- 
mainder of the $5,500, but was unable to do 80.

POLICE PROTECTION. 


The Ways and Means Committee of both 
houses of the Municipal Assembly at 
their conference last Tuesday incorpo- 
rated in the appropriation bill an item to 
cover the cost of the addition to the 
police force provided for by the bill 
now in the hands of the Police 
Committee of the House of Delegates. 
The Comptroller has passed the amount 
of this appropriation to the credit of the 
proper fund. The Police Committee, con- 
sisting of Messrs. KEENAN, NORDEN and 
SPELBRINK, have now had this bill in 
their possession more than a month, 
and fully three weeks ago announced 
their intention to report it favorably 
to the House; yet four or five meetings of 
the House have passed by and nothing is 
heard of the bill—although no one can be 
found who can give a good reason for the 
delay, and there is an air of mystery 
about the matter which strongly suggests 
the suspicion that somebody is trying to 
work the old pigeon-holing dodge in order 
to defeat the manifest desire of the people 
to have all the police protection of which 
the city’s revenue will admit. 

There are rumors abroad that certain 
influences are being used to defeat this 
measure, because of personal grudges en- 
tertained in certain quarters against 
members of the Police Board. The public 
have nothing, to do with such matters. 
The board and the House of Delegates 
will but be required to do their duty in 
the premises, and if it becomes apparent 
that such personal considerations are at 
the bottom of this delay they will be ex- 
posed by the Post-DISPpaTCH and pun- 
ished by the people whose rights have 
been trifled with.

The Gresham Boom.

WasHineron, D. O., May 2.—The Gresham 
boom is rapidly gathering headway among 
the Republicans. The favorable comments 
evoked by the mention of his name in connec- 


tion with the presidential nomination through- 
out the country, find substantial re-echoes in 
both halls of Congress. Gresham’s candidacy 
is regarded with special favor by those Repub- 
licans who have been either lukewarm in their 
support of Blaine in the past, or who, in 
consequence of his public declaration 
have come to look upon the plumed 
knight as out of the race. Those 
Republicans in the House who for one reason 
or another have been hostile to Blaine have 
suddenly exhibited a willingness to place a 
wonderful degree of confidence in his written 
and spoken utterances on the subject of his 
candidacy and with an implicit faith in his sin- 
cerity which contrasts oddly with their past 
attitude towards him, have accepted his 
dictum as final and have turned eagerly to 
Gresham. 

‘*Gresham as a presidential possibility, 
said Crongressman Anderson of Iowa, Satur- 
day, ‘‘is gaining in popularity daily. He is a 
clean man. e does not breed back into 
credit mobilier, or any other disreputable 
episode. He stands with the Republican 
party for all that is best in it, and is tainted by 
none of the scandals of its past.

EV. DB. JOHN MATTHEWS CHARGED WITH 
BEING AN AGITATOR. 


Hammond’s Plea for Equal Chances— 
Rev. Thomas Marshall Wakes Up a sen- 
sation—The Episcopalians Again Discuss 
the Laity. 


The cirous parade or the Bastern conven- 
tions or something else caused the attendance 
to be not large at the Evangelical Alliance 
this morning.

The business of the day began with the an- 
nouncement by Rev. Dr. J. W. Lewis that Dr. 
James Russell, the field secretary of the Na- 
tional Alliance, will be here next month. It was 
decided to invite him to present the cause to 


the local Alliance at the June meeting, and 
Dr. Matthews was appointed to lead the devo- 
tions at that hour. 

THE LABOR QUESTION. 

The subject of the day, which was The 
Sabbath and Its Relation to the Working- 
man,’’ came up.

N. Thompson, the Presb lan, Rev. G. H. 
Grannis read a paper on The Sabbath, and 
Its Relation to the Poor Man's Home,’ He 
spoke of the large foreign population in the 
cities and of their irreligious inclinations. 
He said no doubt some of the hard and long 
toilers thought they had a good excuse to stay 
away from church on Sunday. One molder at

Mr. Grannis spoke of the influence of the 
Oatholic Church. Many Oatholic scholars were 
in Protestant schools, but Sunday afternoon 
oratorical contests with prizes at the Christian 
Brothers Oollege were not considered incon- 
sistent with their belief, nor were the big 
street parades, which the Protestant boy 
viewed from the sidewalks. 

»The Vatican ideas of the Bible and the Sab- 
bath are in the air, he said.

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A DESPERATE GANG. 


Officer Dunn Killed by the Notorious Dyer 
Boys. 
By Telegraph to the POst-DISPATCE, 

Bonn, Tex., May %.—Yesterday after- 
noon a runner came from the Indian Nation, 
about eighteen miles north of here, with the 
news that the Dyer boys had killed Officer 
Morris Dunn, who was trying to effect their 
arrest. Dunn was Constable of Precinct No. 7 
of this county, and with a posse of four had 
gone tothe rendezvous of the Dyers with a 


warrant for their arrest- They are a part of 
the most desperate g of criminals that 
ever infested the Nation and bordering ooun- 
ties in Texas. Many will remember 
tne terrible tragedy which ocourred in 
this county just three years in 
which Sheriff Ragsdale and Deputy Buchanan 
were killed by 8am and Eli Dyer, brothers to 
three boys who were engaged in the present 
killing, and the 1 lynching of the 
murderers. A few days ago the Dyers, Jim, 
Joe and Dick, were arrested and carried to 
Denison on a charge of attempting to hang 
some one in the nation. Officers from this 
county went to Denison with a warrant for 
their arrest, but the Dyers went before a 
Justice and swore that the charges 
against them in this county were 
false and gotten up simply in 
‘order to get them into this county, that they 
might be lynched. The justice then released 
them on bond, when they immediately re- 
turned to theirhome inthe Nation. Dunn, 
learning of this, summoned a posse, and ear- 
ly Sunday morning went tothe cabin where 
the Dyers had taken refuge and demanded 
their surrender. They refused to come out, 
and one of tne Dyers, or a man by the name of 
Williams, who was with them, fired and shot 
Dunn through the stomach. He fell, but 
drew his revolver and fired five shots be- 
fore he died. A regular battle then 
followed in which about fifty shots were ex- 
changed, but it was very dark and no one was 
wounded. Help was sent for, but the posse 
was too small to prevent the escape of the 
7 A A large posse left here as soon 
as the news was received, determined to capt- 
ure the murderers. It has just been learned 
that two of the Dyers (Jim and Joe) and the 
man Williams—Dick Dyer being away at the 
time of the killing—have surrendered to the 
United States Marshals and are now being

A Couple Asphyxiated in the Glen Island,

The couple registered at the hotei last night 
as John B. Deeves and wife. Shoemaker, 
who says this is not by any means bis first ex- 
perience with guests who blow out the light, 
rubbed the man and woman for two or three 
hours and drenched them with hot and cold 
water. Dr. Sweeney advised that they be 
taken to a hospital, and at noon the Chambers 
street ambulance took them to the House of 
Relief. The woman improved rapidly under 
the oxygen treatment. When she discovered 
herself in the hospital she began tocry. She 
said her name was Belle King; that she was 21 
ears of age and lived wit ” her mother in 
fioboken. Her companion died in the hos- 
pital. His name was Robert McCutclieon; he 
was a mechanic and unmarried. The girl said 
that about 2 o’clock in the morning she was 
awakened by the chambermaid of the hotel, 
who told her to turn off the gas.

SMOTHER THE SMOKE. 


WHAT Sr. LOUIS WILL LOOK LIKE WITH 
THE NUISANCE ABATED. 


Dome on Sunday Morning — The Veil 
Lifted—Every Day Will Be Sunday Bye 
and Bye—An Old Engineer on the Possi- 
bilities of Smoke Prevention — More 
Facts for the Municipal Assembly. 


There is but one time during the week when 
a person standing in the dome of the Custom- 
house can look over the gity to Grand avenue 
on the west, Chouteau avenue on the south, 
or Chambers street on the north, and that time 
is Sunday morning. 

The factory fires have been banked for 
twelve hours. Some have been aliowed to go 
out in order that repairs may be made. The 
time has not yet come for rebuflding the fires 
that steam may be plenty when the machinery 
is started Monday morning. The switch- 
ing engines are not very busy in the val- 
ley of Chouteau’s pond. The clouds 
that accumulated over the valley and over the 
city have rolled away. The city stands out 
bright and clearfrom Baden to Wild Hunter’s, 
and from the river to Forest Park. 

People asked themselves why itis that the 
sun seems brighter on Sunday than during 
the week. They think the freshness of the air 
an illusion arising from their own freedom 
from care for that one day. 

They do not know all this brightness and 
freshness means only the absence of smoke. 

For one day in seven the city is clean. One 
day it washes away the smoke grimed lines 
and shows a shining, ruddy face. 

For one day only the smoke is gone. 

If from a stack top a black column rises, it 
looks abroad and seeing nowhere accompany- 
ing lines, lifts itself steadily and rapidly out of 
sight. No loitering about the stack to fillthe 
corner crevices with soot. No shaking of its 
long length over house-tops, marking a course 
on the buildings with soot parallel to its van- 
ishing line in the air. 

EVERY DAY’LL BE SUNDAY BYE AND BYB. ; 

So it will be every day when the manufac- 
turers are compelled to abate the nuisance of 

smoke emission and fuel waste. 

Why will they not keepthe smoke in their 
coal piles? The inhabitants do not cry to have 
it dusted over them. If the manufacturers 
have more coal than they can use let they give 
it to the Provident Association or the St. Vin- 
cent de Paul Society. It can then be ap- 
plied to warming the poor in winter 
— — 4 filling their lungs with poison all 

The nuisance can be abated. There ts evi- 
dence enough on that point. There is no rea- 
son why it should not be abated.

MR. HASROOSTER'S VIEWS. 


To the Editor af the Post- ; 

I have read with interest what has been said 
in your valuable paper about the smoke nuis- 
ance, I am, for one, much interested in the 
movement. I know that our city can be re- 
lieved to a — extent ef the tremendous 
cloud of smoke and gases. Who would not be 
in favor of a cleaner atmosphere to live in? 
The smoke from the numerous chimneys or 
stacks in our city, this enormous waste result- 
ing from incomplete combustion, is scarcely 
thought of by the great mass of people. The 
dense clouds of smoke daily hovering over 
our city, the masses of soot falling from them 
on exposed surface, are generally considered 
in the light of a Ade eng but not as en- 
dangering health and rendering life uncom- 
fortable. 

Scarcely one out ofa hundred considers 
that the small particles of carbon, of hydro- 
gen gas, contained in smoke are simply coal, 
a combustible material which should have 
deen consumed in the furnaces, while their 

assing away results in a loss of fuel. Neither 
s the direct loss of fuel (smoke) the only 
waste resulting from incomplete combustion. 
With thesmoke there driftsout a great vol 
ume of valuable gases, which escape uncon- 
sumed, invisible to the eye, whenever the 
combustion is incomplete. This immense 
waste cast into the air in the area of St. 
Louis amounts to thousands of tons of coal 
annually, and if we take into account the 
vast operation of nature in evaporation, fer- 
mentation and 4 decomposition we 
may be enabled to form a conception of the 
mighty part which that thin air, of 
which we think so little, plays in the 
grand alchemy of nature. Complete combus- 
tion should allow no combustible gases to 
escape. The regard for the health of the in- 
habitants of large manufacturing cities, en- 
dangered by the immense quantities of gas 
escaping from furnaces into the atmosphere, 
and the nuisance occasioned by the falling 
soot, eto., has caused some city governments 
to enforce stringent laws in regard to the 
smoke prevention, as it is called, while the 
great loss occasioned * the waste of gases 
escaping unburnt has led thinking men to 
look for devices by which the same might be 
avoided. 

Innumerable devices for the perfection of 
combastion and mone prevention having 
been presented to the pubiic from time to 
time, but have failed more or less in the ac- 
complishment of the aim, for which they were 
intended, as we see clouds of smoke still 
hovering above us, abusing our nostrils and en- 
poe our health with their foul gases 

ming our properties with soot. 80 
safely conclude that combustion 
is still very imperfect in spite of 
all the devices for its perfection. 
I am quite convinced that this enormous 
waste can be done away with almost entirely. 
There is now a new system to complete com- 
bustion, by which a double combustion of the 

fuels in furnaces can be accomplished; the 
* will sooner or later be convinced of 
he possibility of preventing nearly all of the 
waste going on in combustion, and of doing 
away with the smoke nuisance, of which we 
will give information sooner or later. The 
combustion in the various furnaces for 
steam boilers varies considerably so do 
the various chimneys smeke more or 
less. A furnace with a single boiler will 
no doubtemit more smoke in proportion from 
its chimney or stack thana battery of more 
bollers. In firing with fresh coal under one 
boller the door is wide open, the cold air 
rushes in the whole length, depriving the 
walls of much heat and cooling down the 
interior spaces so that it requires some time 
before the former high temperature is re- 
stored. In a furnace of more boilers, in firing 
under one boiler at a time, the heat will not 
be so diminished as in the former, so the 
ascending gases (smoke) will not issue from 
the chimney in a proportionate volume. 
There is another fact. Many of our manu- 
facturers have increased their business, and 
not their boilers and furnaces for making 
steam for power. In this case the fires are 
forced over their eyes ns an large 
amounts of smoke sent ou®of the chimneys 
into the atmosphere. Others are poorly 
constructed, and the waste is immense. 
There is another fact, which we must not 
overlook at this time of be a. When the 
mercury indicates deg. fahr.
